London, April 30—America may have lost her first fighting 


force in the war with Germany in the torpedoing of the Ameri- 
can armed oil tanker Vacuum on Saturday. 


The lieutenant of the gun crew and nine of his men were 


among the missing reported today. Three naval gunners were 
among those saved. Those rescued included the chief mate and 
seventeen men in all. The Captain of the Vacuum and some of 
the crew are still unaccounted for. 


Unless the American naval lieutenant and his crew now misa- j 


ing are later rescued they will be America's first fighting force to , 
have lost their lives in America's war with Germany.

lieutenant will be the first officer lost. J. I. Epolucci, a boat 
nwain'M mate, U. S. N., is still missing from the steamer Aztec 
and may be the first man to die. The Vacuum is an oil tanker 
owned by the Vacuum Oil company of New York.

They feel that these will be the 
best fitted on account of their border work to go at once to the 
western front to be tempered by the noise of the big guns and 
they believe the troops after such service will be ready for duty 
in five weeks 
These American troops the Allies assured will .not 


be fused with French, English, Italian, Indian or other troops but 
will fight as American troops under their own colors.

troops can do actual service on the firing line that they must un-

800,000 bushels; indications at pres- 
ent are for 23,750,000 this year. Last 
year's rye yeild was 4,500,000 bushels; 
this year's should be about the same. 


Federal reports indicate a pro- 


nounced shortage of both these grains 
in the nation.
